It is now positively known that the 
Illinois Central has secured a new and 
direct line between Chicago and St. 
Louis, all trains after August 1st coming 
and going, ta pass through Puna, Deca- 
tur and Champaign. It is a new deal of 
lively importance to all Decatur people. 


On August 1st tho Illinois Central Trill 


sever its existing arrangement with the 
Vandalia or the Pennsylvania line and 
join forces with the Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis, or Big Four 
road, and inaugurate a new line through 
between this city and St. Louis, run- 
ning the trains via Champaign, Decatur 
and Puna 


For several years the Illinois Central 


has maintained, a somi-throughoar service 
between the two cities, trains running 
from Chicago to Efflngham over tho Illi- 
nois Control, und from the latter point 
to St Louis via the Vandalia. By this 
arrangement the Central was not al- 
lowed to run all of its trains thi oiigh, a 
change of oars by all but one train being 
ne,cessury at Effiughara. 
The 
Central 


was also barred from selling its own 
tickets at St. Louis, the business bolng 
under the jurisdiction of the Pennsylvan- 
ia company. 


Central and Big Four Weil. 


By these handicaps tho Central's Cbi- 


cago-St. Louis lino existed more in namo 
than in fact. Tho arrangement h«3 al- 
ways been extremely unsatisfactory to 
tho Illinois Centra] management, and the 
latter has boon working for months to se- 
cure a more advantageous entrance into 
tho Bridge City.

DEATH IN A JAIL RIOT. 


iceper Kills a PrUoni-r by Accident at 


Geneva, III. 


Geneva, Hi., July 22.—IB an attempt 


o quell a riot among tho prisoners las*- 
veuiug in the lower corridors of the Knne 
ounty jail Jailer B. E. Richardson boe 
nd Killed Joseph Allen o£ K'gin, a pri»- 
ner. 
About 11 o'clock Richardson aed Judge 


West, of this place, were ill tho ahcriff* 
ffice in tho court house, uc.\r t-bu jail, 
ben they heard .an uproar at the jail. 
nd saw Richardson's helper coming to- 
•ard the court house in great/haste. 


Hurrying to the jail Kichardson found n. 
wisoner named McCaron from Dubuque, 
o\va, and another named Murpay ilght- 
ng over a newspaper. Ho ordered them 


stop fighting and go to thoir cells. 


JcCaron stopped and appioachcd tho 
grating, whuro Richardson stood, but was 
.ttacked again from tbo rear by Murpny 
ind his ccllmato also. KiioeKins; him 
down. Ho was being handled budlv. 


Tho jail is so arranged that \\ hen the- 


lolls aro open into tho corridor onu. or 
ivcn two men cannot open the corridor- 
loor without a great deal of danger of the- 
irisouors making a break for liberty, so 
;hat after ordering tho men to stop flght- 
iij; and go to their cells several times 
Taller Richardson flreil a shut into the 
ceiling to scare them. Hie shot hjid the 
desired effect and tho quarrel was broken 
up, tho men going to their cells. 


After looking them up Jailer Richard- 


son was called by Alien s mate and told; 
that Allen had been hurt. He was Im- 
mediately carried out of his cell and a. 
physician called. It was found that th« 
bullet had struck tho ceiling, glanced 
downward, and, striking Allen between 
tho first and second ribs'had passed down- 
ward through his body. Ho died before 
tho physicians arrived. 


Last evening Coroner Putnam impan- 


eled a jury and neld an inquest, which, 
brought in a verdict of accidental death, 
exonerating Jailer Bichardson from all 
blame. 


The man killed, James Allen, was in 


jail for larceny of a tub of butter from » 
freight car at Elgin, 111., where he w»a 
born, and where his father, George Allen, 
a respecteii citizen, still lives. 


Considerable comment has been mado 


on account of Jailer Bichardson's shoot- 
ing in tho juil, but the men confined on. 
tho lower floor nro mostly desperate char- 
acters, who have at times caused a great 
deal of trouble. Twice during the lasfc 
year there hivo been jail breaks fromv 
this floor under cover of their noise, on* 
Mr. Bichardson bad orders to keep them 
quiet at any hazard.

There la no 
leas money In the country now than there 
was then but that money that waa busy 
In 1809 la Idle now because It cannot find 
Investment In gainful pursuits and there 
IN no work and there Is no wages; tnere 
are no consumers and tho market la de- 
stroyed and wo bnvo what wo call hard 
times with money close. 


This condition wns not brought about 


ns our free sllverltes would have ua bo 
llovo by dropping tho silver dollar from 
tho list of coins In 1873 nor as others 
would have us bcllovo by tho colmigo of 
sllter under the acts of 1878 and 1890, 
known respectively as tho Blond-Allison 
act and tho Sherman net. It was brought 
about by tbo campaign In 1892 ngnlnst 
protection tho boals upon which money 
waa Invested In gainful pursuits that put 
eM-ry man at work at good wages who 
wanted work. The country voted away 
tho labor In producing goods for our OWE 
market and the Wilson bill gave that la- 
bor to workmen In tho old countries and 
this market paid for that foreign labor In 
tho goods that wore Imported while our 
own men were Idle because money could 
not bo Invested In gainful pursuits. 
Therein lies tho whole trouble. Our con- 
sumers hnvo been destroyed and our mnr- 
kat thus crippled leaves tho American 
farmer with a narrow market and low 
prices, 


Tbo Democrats having failed utterly to 


administer the affairs of government in 
tho Interests of tho poop]o they have gelled 
upon freo silver upon which to make an 
Issue and havo joined tho Populists and 
AnnrnblstD In tho hope of winning tho 
election.

we have. These were toe things that pro- 
duced what we now speak of as "good 
times during the war when they wns 
plenty of money"—there was not as 
ranch money per capita then as now. Bat 
thero Is more to this than the foregoing 
facts. As a matter of fuet with nil the 
advantages produced by the army a day's 
wages during the war would, buy less of 
the necessaries and comforts of llfo than 
at any time since 1840. 
Why? Because 


there was Inflation and wo had cheap 
money. This advanced the price of goods 
but with all the advantages of 3,000,000 
men In the army, out of the ranks of com- 
petitors for woges, wngea coiild not be ad- 
vanced In the same ratio that the price of 
goods wore advanced. Carroll D.Wright, 
commissioner of labor has taken pains to 
investigate this mutter and he talks of 
the things a workingman In Now York 
had to buy and tho wages of the working- 
man for the last week in July of the years 
18-10, 1860, 1866 and 1891, and he shows 
that the twelve articles ho selected cosb In 
1840, 110.23. Wages earned »9, leaving 
tho wnge earner at the end of the weekSl 23 
In debt. In 1860 the same articles cost 
$10.73, wages 119, leaving 91.22 to the 
credit of the wage earner. In 1866 when 
tho''good times" wore going on "with 
cheap money and plenty of work," these 
articles cost 131,08 and the wnge was $21, 
leaving the wage earner 68 cents "In the 
hole" nt the end of the week. In 1891 
these twelve articles cost $13.17 and the 
wogo was $21, leaving the wugo earner at 
the end of the week $8.88 to his credit. 


It was under the latter conditions that 


wage earners began to follow falso gods 
and oven now they are being importuned 
to try cheap money which would result 
in raising the price of things labor has to 
buy ns It did during the war but wages 
wonld not rise In tho same proportion, 
nothing near what it rose during tbs 
war because there would not be 2,000,000 
mon in tho army as lin every day market 
as well ns being removed from competi- 
tion for days, weeks or months' work.

The following from the Baltimore Sun 


Is good reading just now nnd some of tho 
freo silver mountebanks who are trying to 
mnko pooplo bollovo tho government stnmp 
adds value to monoy ought to rood it. 


Recently, in reply to a correspondent, 


wo stated thnt n »SO good plcoo is worth 
$20 by reason of the weight of gold In It, 
not by reason of tho government stamp 
or Inscription on it. If the gold pleco 
woro moltod Into a lump It wonld still be 
worth $30 In tho market. 
There are 


Sli.USgnilDs, Troy, of pure gold In tho 
gold dollar. Wo stated that those grains 
of gold In tho form of bullion wore worth 
$1 nt tho mint or In tho market. In other 
words, tho gold lu a coin obtained no In- 
oronso of value In tho process of coinage. 
No appreciable part of Its vnlno was duo 
to Iho mint's stamp, and tho proof of this 
was thnt If moltod down the coin was 
worth as much as before. Whereas, tho 
silver Dollar, tho coinage of which It is 
proposed tb mnko froo, Is worth when 
molted down but llttlo over SOo. Tho gov- 
ernment flnds It In consequence n little 
difficult, with tho gold rosorvoof $100,- 
000,000 In sight, to keep the present llro- 
Itud Issue of silver dollars olronlntlng at a 
vnltio double tho worth of tho silver in 
thorn, but tho achievement would bo im- 
possible If, ns proposed, tho colnago of sil- 
ver dollnrs should bo made froo and un- 
limited.

It 


does this first, beenuao it favors keeping 
gold and silver and paper In circulation, 
every dollar of which is as good as every 
other dollar. 
The gold standard has been 


recoguied since 1834 and especially so 
since 1853 for it was in tho latter year 
that the free coinage of fractional silver 
coins was stopped nnd it'i coinage author- 
ized on government account. At tho time 
this coinage act became a law there were 
no silver dollars in circulation and bnt 
little fractional silver. After the law was 
enacted, at the end of tho first year wo 
bad $9,000,000 of fractional coin in circu- 
lation and in 1860 $SO,000,0001 worth of it 
wns in circulation. Before tho silver dol- 
lar was dropped from free coinage In 1878 
we had no silver dollars in circulation and 
in tno eighty-one years prior to 1873 only 
8,000,000 of them had been coined. Since 


1873 
there have been coined on gov- 


ernment account nearly 500,000,000 silver 
dollars and yet there are those who say 
silver was stabbed In the back in 1873. If 
it was it was stabbed in the back in 1858 
ns well. But the fact remains that we 
had no considerable silver circulation un- 
til It was stabbed, its free coinage stopped 
and Ita coinage conducted on government 
account with gold as the standard of 
value. As opposed to the return of the 
unsatisfactory muthod of tho free coinage 
of silver the Kepublloan plaftorm de- 
olnros in favor of the existing gold stand- 
ard as the only means ever tried for keep- 
ing silver and gold and paper in circula- 
tion at u parity.

Bu 
it sooms freo coinage rights did not kee 
up the price of silver to a parity wit 
gold, but on tho contrary the value of sll 
ver declined just ns it did in this country 
and In Europe and the value of an onnc 
of silver is relatively tbo same there a 
hero and elsewhere. That country, then 
is a fair sample of what this couutr 
would bo under free silver.

Columbia has written a letter to the New 
!Tork World In which he tells all abou 
the operation and effect of tho free coin 
ago of silver lu that republic. The lette 
details a complete object lesson for those 
who aro Inclined toward tho free coinage 
of silver by this country. ^United States 
Minister MoKlnney says. '' 


Twenty years ago, in 1870, gold and sil 


vor wore coined In the mlpts of Culum 
bin, both being legal tender for all debts 
and nt tbnt time, owing to the scarcity ol 
tbo white metal, silver wns at a premium 
over gold of abont 3 per cent 


About 1880 gold was at a premium, be- 


cause tho Imports exceeded tho exports. 
Up to 1S8S tho government continued to 
coin gold and sliver, and at that time 
gold wns at a premium over silver o! 
about 30 per cent. 


In 1885 congress passed n law thai 


made paper money a legal tender for al 
debts, tbo paper to bo payable In gold or 
silver at the option of the governmennt, 
this being an attempt to make silver al 
par with gold. 


This was an impossibility, for nt once 


bho gold nil went out of tho country and 
tho government was on a silver basis in 
spite of Its effort by legislation to keep 
gold and silver at a parity. From that 
tlmo to this thoro has been no gold In 
circulation In Columbia. 


Tbo effect of this was to raise the pre- 


mium on gold from SO per cent in 1885 to 
190 per cont In 1895. At the present 
;lme, June 17, exchange on New York Is 
140, the price of exchange depending 
wholly on the number of drafts on tho 
mnrkct and tho demand for them. 


In tho department of Panama paper 


money is not used, silver being the only 
medium of circulation, the result being 
that silver in the other departments has 
gone out of circulation and paper Is the 
only money used. 


If one goes to market in Bogota and 


offers silver for his dinner it is refused; as 
exchange is lower in Panama than in 
ithor parts of the country speculators buy 
ill the silver they can find at a premium 
if from 5 to 10 per cent and send It to 
Panama and make a profit. Now, to 
bow the effect of this upon the people of 
Columbia I will give certain facts that 
are well authenticated.

In 
1886 table board could he had at the beat 
he tels for $1 a day, now it Is $3 a day, 
and the proprietors all say there is much 
less money in the business than -when 
they received $1. Wearing apparel hag 
not increased in price in proportion to 
provisions,, bnc this is because the people 
aro too poor to buy the goods they were 
in tho habit of wearing before, and the 
merchants have placed upon tbo market 
the poorest quality of goods mude in Eu 
rope for the market.

merchants give for not buying more 
goods in the United States is that the 
goods are too good and the pooplo cannot 
afford to bny them.

In 1878 an act was passed providing io 


tho coinage of silver dollars on the sami 
basis that tho law of 1863 placed the coin 
ago of fractional silver coin, namely, tha 
they be coined on government accoun 
instead of private account. That is tc 
say instead of permitting an individual tc 
have silver bullion coined into dollars, on 
his own account, the secretary of th 
treasury was authorized to purchase sil 
ver bullion at the market price and t 
coin not less than 3,000,000 of them i 
month 
nor more than 4,000,000 pe 


month. That act known as the Bland 
Allison act provides in the first section a 
follows: 


That there shall bo coined at the severa 


mints of the United States, silver dollar 
of the weight of four hundred and twelvi 
and a half grains troy of standard silver 
as provided in the aot of January, 18 
1837, on which shall be tbo- devices and 
superscriptions provided 
by said aot 


which coins, together with all silver dol 
lars heretofore coined by the United Statei 
of like weight and fineness, shall be i 
LEGAL TENDER, at their nominal val 
ue, for all dubts and dues, public and pri 
vote, except where otherwise expressly 
stipulated in the contract.

LIVED WITHOUT A BRAIN. 


Hnm»n Paradox, Who BM Been 


ttrj to PhfUclani. 


A Williamsport man has surprised 


the scientist* by living foV years with- 
out a brain, claims the Wilkesbarrc 
(P.) Record. John Ely, aged 20 years, 
•who died recently, hod suffered for a 
long time with a tumor, which grew 
into the very base of the brain, and oc- 
casioned his death. The growth had a 
visible effect upon his brain, and the 
case became a curiosity to the medical 
profession. The tnmor was imbedded 
too deeply into the brain tissue to ad- 
mit of an operation. It was found that 
the tumor was nearly as large as a 
billiard ball. It was so located as to 
demoralize the nerves of the sight cen- 
ter, and as a consequence young Ely 
was blind for over three years. 


It was developed nt the autopsy that 


the entire brain had been hollowed out 
by^ the action of the tumor. The cavity 
was at least five inches in length, and 
was filled with pus. 
All that was left 


of the brain « as a thin shell, composed 
of the tougher tissues, \Uiich were less 
susceptible to the process of decay. 
When an incision was made in the shell 
the "nhole mass collapsed. 


The circumstance which made the 


case almost unprecedented in the an- 
nals of medical science was the man- 
ner in which the patient retained his 
rationality and faculties under the cir- 
cumstances. 
He had the senses

touch, taste, hearing and smell, had 
very tolerabl* control of his locomotoi 
muscles, coulil talk, and, in fact, was 
comparatively discommoded in 
no 


other way than by the loss of vision 
His retention of memory was remark- 
able. He was able to memorize poems 
up to within two weeks of his death.

BYZANTIUM. 


RnBitan Coronation Ceremonies Closely 


Kenemble Those of the Old Empire. 
Only those who ,have studied By- 


zantine history can have any idea, of 
how closely the ceremonial of the Mos- 
cow coronation resembles, even in ita 
minutest details, that which used to be 
observed at the coronation of the By- 
zantine emperors, says the London 
Chronicle. 
Although the 
Russian 


church did not separate from that of 
Rome until the twelfth century — that 
is.nearly 400 years later than the schism 
of Photius, which rent the western and 
eastern churches asunder — neverthe- 
less it retaine^ its oriental rite. In 
1184 a Russian commission, arrived in 
By zan hum to study the etiquette and 
ceremonial, ecclesiastical and profane, 
of the court and church of that cap- 
ital. On their return to their native 
country a great change took place in 
tho national costume, architecture and 
ceremonial. When Moscow become the 
sacred city par excellence of the em- 
pire the kremlin wa^ rebuilt on the 
same lines ns the Blaohernae, palace, 
on the land walls of Constantinople. 
Like its Greek model, it consists of a 
scries of tails and apartments — kiosks, 
as the Turks call them — linked to- 
gether by gardens and interspersed 
with scores of churches and monaster- 
ies, the whole surrounded by a wall 
and entered by strongly fortified gates, 
above which were icons of the virgin 
nnd saints. Burnt down early in the 
century, it has been rebuilt in plainer 
architecture, but on the same Byzan- 
tine plan.

Warren, Ohio, General 0. S. Grant Intro- 
duced Senator Roacoe Conkling to a great 
meeting of Republicans.

First Brigade Reviewed by Gov. AltgeHl— 


The Colored Contingent. 


Springfield, 111 , July 18.—Yesterday 


vas Governor's Day at Camp Lincoln. 
Governor Altgold and most of tho mem- 
bers of his staff spent tho day there. 
At 


3 o'clock there was a grand review of tho 
whole brigade. Besides the battery troop 
and tho cavalry men there wore 2400 in- 
fantry men in line. Several hundred civ- 
hans witnessed tho review. As the 9th 
battalion, a fine looking body of colored 
troops, marched by the reviewing stand 
there was an outburst of applause. This 
was a distinction nofc accorded the white 
troops, ana the sable soldiers of tho 9th 
battalion were in high feather the balance 
of the day. 
This battalion was admitted 


to tho National Guard less than a year 


ago, 
and is the first body of colored troops 


ever in the military service of the state. 


After the review Governor Altgeld rode 


over to the headquarters of the Oth battal- 
ion and delivered a brief address. Ho 
congratulated trie colored soldiers on the 
fine showing they had made. 
"If you 


keep on as you have in the past," said 
he, "the white troops will havo to look 
out for their laurels." 


The first brigade will break camp at 


sunrise tomorrow morning. It will bo 
succeeded a few hours later by tho 2d 
brigade, composed of the 4th and 5tb reg- 
iments of infantry and Battery D of Dan- 
ville, and commanded by General James 
H. Barkley, of Springfield.

At the late Republican convention of

"I suppose no one will question my 


long devotion to the cause of free silver 
coinage. Years ago, at tho inception 
of the movement, I, as vice president of 
the notional executive committee of the 
silver convention, in connection with A. 
J.Warner,the president of tho commit- 
tee, traveled through tho south and west 
preaching the doctrine of bimetallism, 
and I bavo never since had occasion to 
change my views with respect to the great 
benefits that might result to this nation 
from tho complete restoration of silver as 
a money metal, and yet there aro other

where thon lodgest, I will lodge; thy peo- 
ple shall be my people, and thy God mjr 
God; where thou diestl will die, and there 
will I be buried."

What 16 to 1 Means. 


Chicago Times-Herald .—It would ap- 


pear that, from the number of inquiries 
coming not only to the Times-Herald but, 
apparently, addressed to all the newspap- 
ers, the people are just beginning to 
think about the money question.

ber of inquirers is: What docs lli to 1

It moans, first, the admission that gold 


is at least sixteen times ' more valuable 
than silver. It moans, secondly, that per 
sons in this country owning property in 
silver mines or iudirectly interested in 
having that property boomed at the ex- 
pense of all the rest of tho country, want 
tho government of tho United States to 
accept silver in unlimited quantites, and 
coin it, Iroe of charge M tho owners, into 
dollars,which tho rest of tho country shall 
bo required to accept at face value. 
The 


juetal in tho dollar being 371K grains 
"pure silver, with 41H grains of copper, 
making, altogether, 413M grains of mix- 
en motal, the silver dollar weighs sixteen 
times as inucb'as a gold dollar. 


But this is a false ratio. Todar gold, 


instead of being worth only sixteen times 
as much as silver, is worth about thirty- 
two times as much. 


Tho proposal, therefore, of free coinage 


of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 is a rob- 
bery of tho rooplo of tho United States. 
It would compel them to take as a dollar 
what Is worth little more than half a dol- 
lar

Opinions Rendered by the Attorney Gen- 


eial of Illinois. 


Springfield, 111., July 20.—Among oth- 


er opinions, the attorney general has ren- 
dered the following- 


"A book or pamphlet of ordinances, 


published by authority of tho president 
nnd trustees of a village, Is competent 
evidence in court without further proof, 
and it is immaterial whoro tho book or 
pamphlet is printed or by whom printed. 


"A doctor's certificate oC a man's ina- 


bility to do road work or to labor is not, 
by itself, competent o^ idonco of such fact. 


"Where a deputy sheriff discharges a 


prisoner from jail, taking notes from him 
in satisfaction of the flue, he can not, on 
discovery that his action was illegal, re- 
orrcit and recommit tho person so dis- 
charged from tho jail under tho original 
mittimus 


"A village has no authority to require 


tho licensing of dancing parties on pri- 
vate grounds. 


As a general rule, tho residence of a 


minor is that of his parents, and if absent 
attending school he will bo a voter when 
ho becomes of ago nt tho residence of his 
parents. 


There Is no law exempting a railroad 


station agent from rond labor simply be- 
cause ho carries the United States mall 
from bis station to the postofflco. 


"Tho public has only an easement in 


tho lands over which a highway passes, 
nnd the owner is entitled to whatever 
grows along tho sides of the road. 


"Staking an animal on the public
